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Christmas Story 
Meaningful Today 


(Editor’s Note: The following Christmas editorial was written by Loyal 
Phillips of the Southern Newspaper Publisher’s Association. A semi-retired 
columnist for the Pensacola (Fla.) News-Journal, Phillips has written a 
Christmas editorial for the SNPA bulletin for 31 years). 


A Galilean peasant girl in a downtrodden Roman province was the first 
mortal to hear the im m ortal Christmas story. 
The angel Gabriel appeared to the virgin Mary, a descendant of King 
David, then espoused to a man named Joseph. The angel said to Mary, “You 
shall bring forth a son and call Him Jesus. He shall be called the Son of God 
and shall reign forever; of His Kingdom there shall be no end.” 
This pronouncement, according to Luke’s gospel, followed centuries of 
prophecy that a Savior would be sent to the world. 
The Holy Infant’s birth at Bethlehem was announced to shepherds in the 
nearby hills by an angel. “ I bring you good tidings of great joy which shall be 
to all people,” the angel was quoted by gospel writers. “ There is born to you 
in the City of David a Savior who is Christ the Lord. You shall find Him in a 
m anger wrapped in swaddling clothes.” 
The angel was then joined by a heavenly host praising the Lord and 
saying, “ Glory to God in the highest and on earth peace to those in whom He 
is well pleased.” 
Substantiating the fact that the manger-born Jesus was the long awaited 
Messiah, Flavius Josephus, the foremost lay historian of the Hebrews from 
antiquity to the Year of Our Lord, wrote, “ He was the Christ.” 
Josephus, at one time acting governor of Galilee and later attached to the 
imperial family in Rome, was a contemporary of the Apostle Paul and other 
scriptural authors. His writings regarding the Nazarene form a convincing 
portion of the Christmas story. Around the year 70 A.D., the famous 
historian wrote: 
“Now, there was about this time Jesus, a wise man, if it be lawful to call 
Him a man, for He is a doer of wonderful works—a teacher of such men as 
receive the truth with pleasure. He drew to Him many of the Jews and many 
of the Gentiles. 
“He was the Christ and when Pilate, at the suggestion of the principal men 
amoung us, had condemned Him to the cross those that loved Him from the 
first did not forsake Him, for He appeared to them alive again the third day, 
as the divine prophets had foretold—these and IO thousand other wonderful 
things concerning Him; and so the tribe of Christians named for Him are not 
extinct at this day.” 
At Bethlehem began the most amazing phenomenon in all history. A baby 
born in a stable and brought up as a carpenter, Jesus was regarded as an 
average tradesman by His Nazareth neighbors. At the age of 30 He started to 
teach, and within three years His teachings and His miracles began to 
change the course of history. At 33, He was crucified as a common felon. 
The cruel crucifixion was a sign of His time and typified the brutality of a 
Godless era. He came to save a world hot with rebellion and ram pant with 
hate. Life was saturated with idolatry and religion was a mockery. 
Despair had settled over the soul of man and the crucifixion seemed at the 
time to m ark the blackest day in history. Yet, Golgotha proved to be a fore­ 
ordained dark hour preceding the dawn of m an’s redemption. Today, after 
centuries have rolled by the hope He gave to the world still persists; the 
course He set is still the only one which offers peace and good will to men and 
nations. 
So, at this hallowed season we turn again to Bethlehem for a renewal of 
faith from the never-dying message of peace and joy which touches the 
hearts and minds of young and old. 
Today, as we are uplifted by the strains of Christmas carols, let’s find time 
to review the inspiring story of God’s love in action—and exchange every 
gift and greeting in the spirit of good will and brotherhood. Let’s remind 
ourselves that the best things ever done by men are prompted by com­ 
passion and friendship and are never shadowed by regret or by counting the 
cost. 
On this joyous but sacred commemorative day, let’s worship the 
Bethlehem Babe for who there was no room at the inn, yet whose birth 
marked the end of ancient history and the beginning of the Christian era. 
The beauty and meaning of the miracle of the m anger have not dimmed 
and we hope the true spirit of Christmas may fill hearts and homes during 
this annual observance of history’s finest hour.

The City Council will meet one day 
late this week because of Christmas. 
On Tuesday, council m em bers will 
consider annexing the recently 
purchased Albritten Park. The 181.219 
acre natural area is located in east 
Plano along Rowlett Creek 
Public hearings have also been 
called to consider amending the 
zoning ordinance to require side yards 
for commercial developments under 
certain circum stances and to permit 
carports within three feet of the 
property 
line 
in 
certain 
c ir­ 
cumstances. 
The council will also call a public 
hearing on Texas Power & Light's 
requested rate increase As a part of 
that action, the city will suspend the 
power com pany’s overall average 


increase of 18.4 percent 
In other action, the council is ex­ 
pected to authorize the city m anager 
to advertise for m aterials, supplies, 
equipment and machinery to be paid 
for out of $525,000 in certificates of 
obligation 
Among the advertised items will be 
a ballfield m arking machine, two 15- 
foot batwing mowers, a belly mounted 
sickle m ow er, a six-foot riding 
mower, a 15-foot athletic field mowing 
machine, two tractor loaders with box 
scrap er, a tra c to r loader with 
backhoe and a 60 HP tractor. 
Council m em bers will review the 
plans and specifications for the in 
stallation of additional pumps and 
motors at the Custer Pump Station 
and consider bids received for the 


irrigation system for Schell Park 
Glen E McQueary will also appear 
before the council to discuss a plan for 
providing better taxi service 
for 
Plano. 
Three plats will also be reviewed 
The final plat of the Target site has 
been submitted for street dedication 
purposes The 3.7 acres is located on 
the southwest corner of US 75 and 
Parker Road 
Browning Homes subm itted a 
revised plat of 544 Place I, 58 acres on 
Park Boulevard about one-half mile 
east of Preston Road. The plat will 
reflect a 25-foot building line 
Also under review will In* the final 
plat of High Place II. 50.1 acres on 
Parker Road on either side of Mission 
Ridge Road The SF-2 area is planned 


for 157 homes 
The council is also expected to pay 
Hunt Properties $32,461 63 for a 24 
inch water line and a 15 inch sewer 
line in Pittm an Creek North I, Tex- 
Con Utility Contractors Inc. $82,725.96 
for work completed on the While Rock 
Interceptor Sewer and W B. Thornton 
Inc. $59,785 62 for construction of 
White Rock Creek Water Mains. 
Council m em bers w ill also revise an 
ordinance to increase the number of 
patrolmen in the police departm ent 
from 58 to 65 
Several appointments are also to be 
made including two to the Builders 
Coordinating Board, two to the Parks 
and Recreation Board, two to the 
Plumbing and Mechanical Board and 
three to the Sign Board of Appeals. 
Couples Choose Natural Way 


(E ditor’s Note: The following is the 
first article in a two-part series on 
natu ral childbirth and its a lte r­ 
natives).

R eena K handpur helps young 
couples feel more like a family even 
before their baby is born. 
She shows husbands and wives how 
to plan together for the delivery of 
their baby. She hopes it will be a birth 


experience both will share with a 
minimum of uncertainty and the real 
pain of labor. She believes her method 
results in a better start for the baby. 
The attractive Plano nurse of Indian 
descent and British training teaches 
the LaMaze technique of childbirth. In 
the last year more than 140 couples 
from Plano and other north Dallas 
communities have participated in her 
five-session course at the Unitarian

Christian Church on Custer Road (the 
former University of Plano campus). 
Other Plano couples have studied 
LaMaze at classes sponsored by the 
D allas 
A ssociation 
for 
P a re n t 
Education. Their babies have been 
delivered at Plano General Hospital, 
one of several area hospitals which 
endorses LaM aze as a 
fam ily- 
centered alternative to the traditional 
childbirth roles: those of heavily- 
sedated mom and baby and baffled, 
worried and isolated dad. 
The purpose of LaMaze is to help 
women cope with labor pains without 
having to rely on large doses of 
sedatives, says 
Reena 
Khandpur. 
LaM aze 
su p p o rters 
and 
m ost 
physicians today acknowledge 
as 
undesirable the heavy medications 
which sedate mothers and result in 
drowsy babies. 
Instead of 
medication, 
LaMaze 
teaches relaxation as a m eans to 
control the pain. LaMaze moms and 
dads are more relaxed because they 
have learned three breathing exer­ 
cises which they know should make 
labor pain-more comfortable. 
With the husband as coach and 
tim e-keeper of contractions, the 
m other 
will 
use the b reathing 
techniques—slow chest breathing, 
deep cleansing and pant and blow—to 
divert her thoughts from the pains in 
her stomach to the rhythms of her 
breathing 
LaMaze couples are relaxed too 
because they have learned what to 
expect when a baby is born. They 
have talked and seen films which 
show how m om ’s body will react, how 
dad can help her in the labor and 
delivery rooms and the roles of the 
doctor and nurses. 
LaM aze 
does 
not 
prohibit 
medication but asks that mothers try 
to limit the amounts they use in 
delivery. Mrs Khandpur notes that as 
pain tolerances and self-confidence 
differ among individuals, usually two 
mothers from each class of 12 couples 


will use small doses of medication. 
Participation by fathers in labor 
and delivery 
is not a 
technical 
element of the LaMaze method in­ 
troduced in the United States in the 
1950s. Rather, it has become a natural 
offshoot of the trend of joint husband- 
wife participation in all fam ily 
decision-making and activities. 
Plano General Hospital permits 
fathers to be present in labor and 
delivery as long as they have com­ 
pleted a LaMaze class like that of 
Mrs. K handpur or a childbirth 
education class taught by the hospital. 
Most husbands now want to be a 
part of the hospital procedure which 
gives them the baby they helped 
produce, 
Mrs. 
Khandpur 
says. 
Husbands are needed to help their 
wives practice the breathing exer­ 
cises at home and in the class sessions 
and to provide emotional support and 
guidance in breathing during birth. 
Mrs. Khandpur admits that many 
husbands appear hesitant at the first 
class meeting She tries to remedy 
that by letting the husbands do the 
talking during the “get-acquainted” 
period 
The men seem especially 
interested in the hows and whys of 
birth and the explanation of the 
hormone changes which cause their 
wives’ many moods. The class at­ 
tendance rate for husbands is very 
high, she adds. 
The fee for Mrs Khandpur’s class, 
which 
meets during the seventh 
month of pregnancy, is $40 
Mrs 
Khandpur moved to Plano 
three years ago with her husband 
“J P .,” a native of India and systems 
engineer 
with 
Xerox 
Corp 
in 
Carrollton. She was born in East 
Africa to Indian parents who were in 
the home construction equipment 
business there 
Mrs. Khandpur attended boarding 
schools and nurse s training in 
England and also was certified as a 
nurse-midwife. She met “J P." in

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A USTIN—Texas Republicans are boasting of victo­ 
ries in back-to-back special legislative vacancy elections 
and see further gains in 1978. 
Meanwhile, two more potential statewide GOP candi­ 
dates appeared about ready to emerge. 
Jam es A. Baker III of Houston indicated likelihood 
of his running for attorney general is increasing, and 
former State Sen. Henry Grover of Houston said he 
will decide next month whether to make a statewide 
race—probably for governor. 
Former State GOP Chairman Ray Hutchison of Dal­ 
las and former Deputy U.S. Defense Secretary William 
Clements, also of Dallas, already are in the governor’s 
race. 
Republicans took new encouragement from the vic­ 
tories of Dr. S. L. Abbott of El Paso for a vacant state 
House of Representatives seat, and former U.S. Rep. 
Bob Price of Pampa for the 31st (Panhandle) district 
Senate seat. Price is the first Republican to hold the 
district seat. 
State GOP Chairman Ray Barnhart said the Price and 
Abbott triumphs show a “significant upsurge in Re­ 
publican strength throughout the state. 
The view was shared by Associated Republicans of 
Texas (ART) Chairman Julian Zimmerman of Austin, 
who helped raise funds for the Abbott and Price cam­ 
paigns. 
“I ’m convinced these Republican victories reflect a 
favorable political climate that will become even better 
for our candidates in 1978,” said Zimmerman. 
Brown Issues Warning 
Proposed federal rules allowing eight variances on 
meat packages could play “regulation roulette” with 
consumers’ food dollars, Agriculture Commissioner Rea­ 
gan Brown warned. 
Brown said the regulations proposed by the U.S. De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture allow tolerances due to mois­ 
ture loss between the point of packaging meats and the 
checkout stand where they are sold. 
Prior to a Supreme Court decision last summer, Tex­ 
as Department of Agriculture weights and measures 
personnel had monitored concise regulations which re­ 
quired a meat packer to allow for moisture loss, guar­ 
anteeing consumers the product they bought contained 
the amount stated on the label. 
The court ruled a state cannot establish more strin­ 
gent weight labeling standards than those created by 
the federal government—which were far less stringent 
than Texas standards, Brown said. Brown claimed al­ 
lowing any variances at all is not fair to consumers. 


Attorney General Opinions 
A county can utilize misdemeanor convict labor on 
public improvements without establishing a workhouse 
or county farm, Attorney General John Hill said. 
In other recent opinions, Hill concluded: 
The State Board of Professional Engineers is au­ 
thorized to regulate and restrict the use of the word 
engineer and its variations in academic titles. 
A recent change in the education code is not appli­ 
cable to Montgomery County which supports county 
school offices with revenue generated by property tax 
revenue. 
State employees who sustain a permanent specific 
injury entitling them to workmen’s compensation bene­ 
fits should receive the compensation without deduction 
for accrued sick leave used. 


Short Snorts 
A new schedule of vital statistics fees, including a 
$3 charge for certified copies of birth or death certifi­ 
cates, become effective January I. 
The State Highway and Public Transportation Com­ 
mission has approved preparation of preliminary studies 
and plans for a Highway Tourist Bureau for the Lower 
Rio Grande Valley. 
Dr. George Beto, former head of the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Corrections, has been recommended for director 
of the FBI. 
Texas Department of W ater Resources set a public 
hearing January 5 on a m ajor rules change affecting 
contracts for downstream use of water from storage.

They should be According to the 
A C Neilsen ratings some million viewers have simply 
dropped out That means a decline of 2.1 percent in the 
average prime-time viewing audience which, in turn, 
translates into megabucks. 
Cost per thousand is the name of the game. The 


networks sell their advertising on rates based on how 
many viewers are watching a show. Lower ratings 
mean lower rates. 
The dropoff is even more alarming on daytime 
television,where there are 5.6 percent fewer viewers. 
The execs can take heart from the fact that two years 
ago a similar drop was traced to a malfunctioning 
computer along with a disproportionate number of 
childless couples in the Neilsen ratings group. This 
time, however, the drop is also being reflected by the 
Arbitron ratings, which uses a different yardstick. 
There are a number of explanations being advanced, 
ranging from the number of schedule-disrupting 
specials and miniseries to TV sets being taken over by 
video games. 

Is the 
public, finally surfieted with auto chases and bionic 
duels and lousy scripts and the sameness of the dif­ 
ferent offerings, simply opting for the “off” knob?

If a worker gets hurt on the job, he is entitled to fair 
compensation. That’s a principle few persons seriously 
question these days. 
But some federal employees have lately perverted 
that principle into a cushy deal for themselves and a 
growing problem for the taxpaying public... 
For the federal government as a whole, the bill for 
disabilities certified this fiscal year will eventually 
total upwards of $7 billion. This represents a sizable 
increase over the level of claims processed as recently 
as three years ago, and officials fear that the trend will 
get worse as word spreads concerning the liberal 
benefits that are almost there for the taking. 
...If a federal employee can find a doctor who will 
certify that he has suffered a job-related injury, the 
worker is entitled to receive his full salary for 45 days. 
Thereafter, he can receive up to 75 percent of his pay, 
tax free. 
Moreover, as the law now stands, a federal agency 
that suspects the certifying doctor’s finding cannot 
order 
the 
disabled 
employee 
to 
undergo 
an 
examination by a physician selected by the govern­ 
ment. 
In short, the present situation is practically a 
prescription for fraud — and federal officials suspect 
that fraud and malingering are indeed behind much of 
the steep increase in disability claims. 
Obviously, this can’t go on. 
...The future of the disability claims system is at 
stake...

sprayed, dusted or injected upon, about or into any 
tree, shrub, plant, grass, flower or part thereof ... “

Ted Dickey: 


Former Players Grow Up 
To Win State Championship

Plano Senior High’s drive to the Class AAAA State 
Football Championship resulted in great happiness and self- 
satisfaction for the Wildcat players, coaches and the fans 
Hut, the feeling goes a little deeper for Ted Dickey. 
Dickey, a principle in the Harrington-Bratcher-Dickey 
Funeral Home, is a former little league football coach. He 
developed close relationships with 15 of the Wildcat players 
that began on his teams in 1970 and, Dickey hopes, will never 
end. 


together,” Dickey said. 
Dickey never coached a City Championship football team 
or baseball team. His basketball team in 1971, comprised of 
many of the same players, did win the championship. 
Dickey doesn’t have much time for coaching now. Since 
his little league coaching days, he has added two sons, 
operates one of the area’s largest funeral homes, and is 
campaigning for a Justice of the Peace position. 
But, Ted Dickey hasn’t forgotten the lessons he learned 
through coaching. 
“ All youth sports coaches kind of view themselves as 


7 think they have always been special. ’ 


“This year’s group of kids were winners from the time I 
met them as 10-year olds,” Dickey said. “They seemed to 
play a lot tougher, care a lot more and were willing to give 
just that little bit extra. 
“ I rem em ber these kids getting beat as fifth and sixth 
graders and crying big tears. Other teams were typical 11- 
year olds, thinking as much about Popeye as winning 
athletic contests, but not this group of athletes. 
“ I think they have always been special.” 
Dickey, the first president and chief organizer of the Plano 
Spor is Authority, began his affiliation with tile future state 
champions in 1970 on his football, basketball and baseball 
teams. 
John Gaddis. Dee Herrin, Mark Burch, Mike Pedigo, 
Perry Haynes, Tim Lasher, Norris and Carl Smith, Billy 
Hay Smith, Marty Melson, Kevin Hush and Stevie Haynes all 
played on Dickey’s early teams. 
Other members of the Wildcat squad played opposite 
Du key-coached teams in the City Championships of the 
Plano Sports Authority. 
“ ITI never forget the City Championship in 1972. We lost to 
the team that quarterback Steve Ulmer played on. I 
remember well, he ran a quarterback sneak of 90 yards for a 
touchdown and ran another keeper for over HO yards and 
another touchdown. 
“Those were the only two touchdowns his team scored and 
we lost the City (Championship. Ulmer single-handedly beat 
us," said Dickey. 
I liner, Kevin Jennings and Robert Scoggins were other 
players on Dickey-coached teams Like previous players on 
Dickey’* team s, the relationship went further than coaeh- 
player. 
“We would make out of town trips to see athletic events, 
not all 15 of us at one time. One weekend, John (Caddis) and 
Stevie (Haynes) would go hunting with me. The next week, 
another group and I would go toa gam e,” Dickey said. 
“We went to places like Norman. Oklahoma; Lubbock and 
Austin for football games. We went to a lot of Ranger 
baseball gam es together. We hunted birds, went to the lake, 
played golf-just the whole gamut of activities. 
“ It w asn’t the same ones every trip, but just the ones that 
wanted to go,” Dickey added 
How did Ted Dickey, a mortician by trade and a political 
aspirant, get involved in youth coaching? 
“ I guess my real motivation in spending time with these 
kids cam e from a fear I Iud the tragic experience of 
burying the father of two fine Plano athletes," Dickey said 
"He was robbed of what I consider to tie the most 
treasured gift a man could have and that is to watch and 
participate in the development of his son. regardless if he is 
an athlete or not. 
“ I decided this could happen to me, just as it did to him, 
and that I wasn't going to take that chance. So, I just went 
out and adopted some other folk’s kids and we all grew up

contributors—giving their time with little return, so the boys 
might learn the lessons that team athletics teach. I was 
certainly no different,” Dickey said. 
“ I saw myself as giving something to young boys that 
might make them better young men. I certainly expected 
little in return. But, as the 1977 Wildcat season progressed, I 
was rewarded with a 1000 percent reward on what little time 
and money I ever spent on those kids. 
“Any time my business problems seem insurmountable, 
any time my family problems or personal problems seem to 
mount up to the point of despair - how can I forget my good 
friends, the 1977 Wildcats, being down 28-0 against Highland 
Park and coming back to win, 29-28. 
“That lesson alone is payment for any of us who might 
have contributed to those kids,” Dickey continued. 
“Athletics have been good to me. As a participant, it gave 
me a lot of tools that I continue to use in my business and 
family life. And, I use these argum ents whenever I am 
debating the value of the athletic program, or the dollars 
spent on a program . 
“ Many a tim e did I hear someone lamenting the millions 
of dollars we spent on Plano’s new stadium complex (John 
(’lark Field) so just a select few in oui' community could 
benefit. 
“ But, as I walked out of Texas Stadium after the Highland 
Park game, I followed a man and his son, who was about 
eight or nine years old. The man was probably never an 
at Mete and his son may never be one ei ther. 
“ But, the tremendous contribution of atMetics and the 
proud feeling of all of us was beautifully articulated when 
the man put his arm on the boy’s shoulder and said, ‘You see 
son, no m atter how bad it might look, you should never give 
up.’”

Ms. Rocco, as head of 
Pittsburgh’s 
all-female 
Missing 
Persons 
division, 
has won numerous awards 
for her police 
work, 
in­ 
cluding the 1961 
Citizen’s 
Award from the F B I. Her 
department 
is 
considered 
one of the nation’s best. 
When 
Ms. 
Rocco 
was 
sworn in as a police officer in 
1952, she said, “ there was 
nothing we didn’t do. 
“ When we first came on, 
we 
were 
seen 
as 
un­ 
necessary evils, but there 
was no 
way 
the police 
department could function 
without us. 
“ We were sworn in as full- 
fledged police officers, and 
were 
expected 
to 
do 
anything we were told.” 
That included acting as 
decoys for the capture of 
r a p i s t s , 
p i c k p o c k e t s , 
m a s h e r s , 
b a c k - a l l e y 
a b o r t i o n i s t s , 
a n d , 
sometimes, 
known m ur­ 
derers. 
ms 


“ Then, we had no training 
in firearms We had to rely 
on the protection of men. We 
were 
really 
at 
a 
disad­ 
vantage,” she said. 
Today, woman patrolmen 
are 
given 
full 
police 
academy training, a move 
Ms. Rocco says “ was a long 
time coming.” 
But Ms. Rocco does have 
one gripe about her personal 
status: money. She is still 
paid a lieutenant’s salary, 
although she has been a 
captain since 1960. 
“ I can’t understand this, 
when I know I have done a 
good job,” she said. “ As an 
investigator, there is no one I 
take a back step to.” 
Ms. Rocco, a Pittsburgh 
native, 
stressed that 
she 
does not blame the inequity 
on any of her superiors, or on 
the city administration. She 
believes it is an unfortunate 
throwback to outdated at­ 
titudes, and expressed hopes 
the situation would soon be 
rectified. 
“ But it hurts my pride,” 
Ms. Rocco said. 
She is pleased with and 
happy for the young women 
now joining the Pittsburgh 
force — while at the same 
time she is upset by the 
implication veteran female 
officers are not real police. 
ce 
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“ The women working in 
Missing Persons could have 
met any challenge in this 
force,” Ms. Rocco said with 
obvious pride in her veteran 
colleagues. “ When we came 
on we were expected to do 
without training the things 
they claim you need training 
for today. It’s been a tough 
battle.” 
Moreover, Ms. Rocco is 
convinced the contribution 
women 
have made since 
their introduction to police 
work in the early 1900s has 
been overlooked. 
“ The concept of policing 
today is exactly what women 
introduced years ago when 
they came on — the com­ 
passionate touch,” she said. 
“ In 1912, 1913, when women 
first were recruited, the area 
they 
worked 
in 
was 
preventing 
people 
from 
being arrested.” 
Today, police recruits are 
given as much training in 
preventing crime through 
com m unity 
relations, 
juvenile rehabilitation and 
on-the-scene compassion as 
they are given in handling 
sidearms. 
And, Ms. Rocco says with 
satisfaction, “ That’s exactly 
what women brought to 
police work.”

Vomiting and diarrh ea

four or five days 
Resear­ 
chers are unsure exactly 
how the virus is transmitted. 
Bacteria and other agents 
causing the same symptoms 
can be transmitted many 
ways including spoiled food 
or person-to-person contact. 
So one of the best ways to 
get sick this winter is to 
encourage your ailing co­ 
workers to come to work 
even though they are con­ 
tagious.

Christ’s Birthdate Unknown

Although not everyone, not 
even all Christians, will go to 
Mass Christmas Day, the 
word “Christmas” liter ally 
means “Christ’s Mass.” 
The name comes from the 
medieval “Christes Maesse,” 
or Mass of Christ celebrating 
the Nativity. 
However, the date of 
Christ’s birth is not known 
with precision. 
Although the New Testa­ 
ment specifies neither the 
year nor the date, Christ is 
generally believed to have 
been bom sometime after 8 
B.C. 
Matthew 2:1 says Christ 
was bom during the days of 
King Herod the Great, who 
historian Flavius Josephus 
said had died in 4 B.C. It is 
also known that in the 15th 
year of the reign of Tiberias, 
or about 28 A.D., Christ was 
more than 30 years old. 
During the first centuries of 
the church, there was much 
opposition to the pagan 
custom of celebrating birth­ 
days, the celebration of the 
death of martyrs being much 
preferred. 


But the observance of 


I Christ’s birth appears to have 
existed as early as 200 in 
Egypt. 
After the triumph of the 
Christian 
emperor 
Con­ 
stantine in the fourth Cen­ 
tury, the church designated 
Dec. 25, as the date for cele­ 
bration of the feast. It is be­ 
lieved the choice of Dec. 25, 
was Homan influenced by the 
church’s desire to offset the 
celebration of the Mithraic 
sun god on that date. This is 
mentioned by both St. John 
Chrysostom and St. Cyprian. 
By the end of the fourth 
Century, the whole Christian 
world was celebrating Christ­ 
mas on Dec. 25, except the 
Eastern churches, which ob­ 
served it on Jan. 6. 
In Italy and Spain gifts are 
still exchanged on this date. 
Christmas is also believed 
to have originated in part to 
offset the spread of Arianism, 
an early Christian heresy 
which 
denied 
Christ’s 
humanity. 
At Christmas, Christians 
celebrate the doctrine of the 
Incarnation, which says God 
became flesh in the person of 
Jesus Christ. The Arians ac­ 
cepted Christ’s divinity, but

not his humanity. 
In more modem times, 
both the Puritans and Pil­ 
grims ignored Christmas on 
the ground that it was a 
vulgar display of Roman 
Catholic paganism. 
After the suppression of the 
Mass in England during the 
Protestant Reformation, the 
Puritans condemned it and 
other church services, a feel­ 
ing that carried over to 
America. It was not until the 
19th-Century wave of Irish 
and German immigrants that 
enthusiasm for Christmas 
spread among all denomina­ 
tions. 
The cult of Mithras was one 
of several so-called mystery 
religions which flourished for 
several centuries before and 
after the birth of Christ. Al­ 
though differing in many re­ 
spects, all based their beliefs 
and practices on a myth that 
sought to explain the death of 
vegetation in the fall and its 
rebirth in the spring. 
The heart of die myth was 


the idea of personal salvation 
for the individual through a 
mystical union with a god 
who had died a sacrificial 
death and been raised from 
the dead. 
The mystery cults were se­ 
cret societies to which admis­ 
sion was gained by a purifica­ 
tion rite employing blood and 
water. Full members were 
also permitted to observe a 
kind of drama in which their 
god’s life, death and resur­ 
rection were portrayed on 
stage. 
Members sometimes took 
part in a communal meal in 
which they symbolically ate 
their god’s flesh and drank 
his blood. The central figure 
in these cults was a heroic re­ 
deemer who came to Earth to 
bring man salvation, but who 
was put to death by evil 
forces. 
While some claim Chris­ 
tianity borrowed its sacra­ 
ments and idea of a dying and 
rising god from Mithraism 
and the other mystery cults, 


several dissimilarities have 
been pointed out. 
In the mystery cults, the 
god dies by compulsion, 
never by choice, and some­ 
times in bitterness and 
despair, never out of love as 
Christians claim Jesus did. 
Jesus’ death was also a sin­ 
gle historical event in the re­ 
cent past which Christians 
claimed could be verified, 
whereas the cults had a 
never-ending cyclical view of 
history with a god who died in 
a remote past. 
Mithraism permitted only 
male members and appealed 
primarily to soldiers and gov­ 
ernment 
officials 
while 
Christianity was primarily 
the religion of the poor and 
lower classes. 
'Die cults’ communal meal 
was a seasonal rite, whereas 
the Christian Eucharist was 
not. Also, the latter’s ele­ 
ments were consecrated by 
prayer, something unknown 
to the mystery cults. 
It has been suggested the 


use (Mf the words “mystery” 
or “mysteries” in the New 
Testament Gospels might 
refer to the ancient mystery 
religions. 
Christians, however, say 
the Gospels are not referring 
to, much less endorsing these 
pagan cults. St. Paul, it is 
said, always uses the Greek 
word “mysterion,” meaning 
mystery, in the singular, 
whereas the pagan mystery 
religions are nearly always 
spoken of in the plural. 
It is also claimed that St. 
Paul uses the word in the 
sense of God’s secret design 
for the universe rather than 
in any cultic sense.

In Bethlehem 


The holiday season to most 
people means families, fel­ 
lowship, gift giving and cele­ 
brating, but to law enforce­ 
ment officiers it’s a time of 
increased crime and a ton of 
headaches. 
While traffic officials are 
gearing up to handle the in­ 
creased number of motorists, 
burglary, robbery and other 
investigative branches are 
bracing for the expected 
jump in purse snatches, 
street robberies and resi­ 
dential break-ins. 
Police list street crimes as 
purse snatches, armed rob­ 


bery and theft of packages 
from a person or vehicle. 
Criminal activity is also on 
the increase during the holi­ 
days in residential and com­ 
mercial burglaries. 
However, commercial rob­ 
beries, especially at conven­ 
ience stores, liquor stores and 
service stations, don’t take 
such a large jump around 
Christmas. 
Crime statistics show a 
correlation between the in­ 
crease in drug usage and an 
increase in the crime rate, 
but the problem isn’t confined 
to the holiday season.

BETHLEHEM - This tiny 
town where Jesus Christ 
was bom will share with 
Rome’s St. Peter’s Square 
the 1977 Christmas Eve 
global spotlight. 
There will be more than one 
strange paradox here — an 
Arab city, five miles from Je­ 
rusalem, occupied by the Is­ 
raelis, and visited at Christ­ 
mas time by Christians from 
around the world. The cele­ 
bration will note the birth of 
the Prince of Peace — but on 
rooftops throughout Manger 
Square, at the 1,600-year-old 
Church of the Nativity and 
along the procession route 
from Jerusalem will be 
Israeli soldiers with rifles 
and submachine guns. They 
will be there to insure that 
Palestinian terrorists or Jor­ 
danian West Bank Arabs do 
not mar this most joyous of 
Christian holidays. 
Festivities will begin at I 
p.m. on Dec. 24, with a color­ 
ful procession from Jerusa­ 
lem to Bethlehem, led by 
Msgr. Giacomo Giuseppe 
Beltritti, Latin patriarch of 
Jerusalem, who will be 
greeted in Manger Square by 
the mayor and the people of 
Bethlehem. Throughout 
Christmas Eve choirs from 
all over the world (including 
college and church choirs 
from the United States) will 
assemble in Manger Square 
for carol singing. 
Thousands will wait pa­ 
tiently to enter the rebuilt 
Church of St. Catherine, next 
to the Basilica of the Nativity, 
for the famed midnight mass 
that is televised the world 
over. Most will not be able to 
get in but will gather for serv­ 
ices in Shepherd’s Field just 
outside Bethlehem where the 
angels 2,000 years ago told 
the shepherds of the birth of 
Christ. 
The Christmas bell will be­ 
gin to peal at IO p.m. and the 
Latin patriarch will lead a 
procession to the grotto be­ 
neath the basilica, believed to 
be the most ancient church 
building in the world. The pa­ 
triarch will carry an effigy of 
the infant Jesus and descend 
to tie altar of the manger. On 
the floor of the manger is a 
silver star, marking the site 
of Jesus’ birth. It is here that 
the patriarch will place the 
infant effigy.

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Toys Aid in Development

Worried about what to buy 
your child for Christmas that 
will be free from sexist 
stereotypes? Want to steer 
clear of guns and war toys 
that might glorify violence? 
Instead of endorsing such 
efforts, Patrick C. Lee, as­ 
sociate professor at Teachers 
College-Columbia University, 
New York. and a scecialist in 


early childhood education, 
says he thinks these efforts 
are misdirected. 
“Parents should not buy 
toys for their children on the 
basis of ideology,” he says. 
“Children tend to resent and 
resist parents who relate to 
them ideologically and may 
even rebell against what the 
parents stand for by embrac­ 
ing the opposite point of 
view.” 
So if vour daughter heas for

And if it is sexism you are 
worried about, do not restrict 
war toys to boys, he adds. 
“Toys should be selected on 
the basis of what the child 
needs and wants and then 
given irrespective of sex,” 
says Lee. “For example, 
young kids need and like soft, 
mddly toys. This is very 
nuch a part of being a two or 
iiree-year-old and it makes 
ittle difference whether the 
-hild is a boy or girl. Little 
»ys may learn later that 
mddling a teddy bear is con­ 
sidered less manly. But they 
rill reach out for the ex- 
jerience much more often at 
bree than when they are 17 
>r 27.” 
Lee points out that growing 
ip is a process of developing 
hrough various stages of im- 
naturity and that adults 
>ften forget that immaturity 
s normal for children. Each 
stage of immaturity has its 
jwn particular needs and 
wants, such as the cuddly toy 
stage. 
“By allowing little boys as 
well as little girls to sleep 


with a teddy bear, one is re­ 
sponding to a developmental 
need of the child. The spin-off 
advantage of buying the child 
what he needs at that age is 
that one is also working 
against the programming of 
the child into one line of sex- 
role development. 
For parents convinced that 
their four-year-old is already 
a sexist, Lee points out that 
children below the age of six 
tend to be very rigid in their 
sex stereotypes because they 
have not yet established 
gender constancy. In other 
words, four-year-olds have 
not yet realized that they are 
a boy or a girl because of 
their anatomy and not be­ 
cause of the clothes they 
wear, the toys they play with, 
or the games they play. 
“Because they don’t have 
the concept of gender con­ 
stancy, children of less than 
six or seven years tend to be 
very rigid in what they think 
boys or girls should play with. 
But by the time they reach 
seven, it’s almost impossible 
to get them to believe that sex 
can be changed by superficial 
appearances and at that age 
there is tremendous potential 
for a broadening of ideas and 
behavior,” says U* 
“But a child of lo*?* than six 


his or her own sex. It’s not 
just that you're locking a girl 
into a rigid version of the fe­ 
male sex role by giving her a 
doll. By refusing her request 
for a doll, you’re ignoring her 
whole way of processing in­ 
formation about the world. 
Her immature logic requires 
that in order for her to make 
sense out of all the in­ 
formation to which she is 
exposed, she must organize it 
first into very stereotyped 
categories. This applies not 
just to sex-typed information 
but to almost all knowledge. 
Later on she will develop 
more flexibility.” 
Lee defines play as a 
child’s exploring and testing 
of the limits of his world in a 
manner that is without 
serious consequence. For this 
reason, he says that children 
need open-ended toys, i.e., 
ones that allow for many 
options and that can be 
adapted by 
the 
child’s 
imagination. For the young 
child, he suggests clay, 
water, sand, blocks — items 
whose purpose is unspecific 
and have no one way in which 
they must be used by the 
child. Similar items for the 
pre-adolescent would be 
chemistry sets, erector sets 
or other construction-type 


expensive tvtiewri*ors. 
“The Key is to think in 
terms of what objects will en­ 
hance the child's play,” 
emphasizes Lee. “One should 
not think in terms of what can 
I buy my girl that will save 
her from sexist ideology or 
buy my boy to prevent him 
from becoming a sexist. But 
you should take affirmative 
action to guarantee your 
child, regardless of sex, equal 
access 
to 
human

Tragedy Sometines Marks 
Jolly Christmas Season

“ ’Tis the season to be jolly ” 
and for most people it is; but 
for many people the holidays 
are a time to sing the blues. 
Dr. David S. Janowsky, 
head of psychiatric services 
at University of California at 
San 
Diego’s 
University 
Hospital, calls the situation 
the “What ever happened to 
Santa Claus syndrome.” 
It’s a dangerous situation, 
he said during an interview, 
and probably accounts for 
much of the increase in 
suicides, psychiatric hospital 
admissions and emergency 
room activity during the holi­ 
days. 
The holiday blues, Janow­ 
sky said, strike mainly at 
three types of people: those 
who are prone to loneliness, 
have a tendency toward 
depression or who try to do 
too much and become over­ 
whelmed. 
For such people, he said, 
the holiday spirit, the Christ­ 
mas songs, the decorated 
windows seem to simply ac­ 
centuate their problems. 
The best thing these people 
can do, according to Janow­ 
sky, is to break the pattern of 
their particular problem. 
There are no hard and fast 
rules for doing this, he said, 
but offered some hints. 
First of all, he said, the 
person must acknowledge the 
problem and realize that he is 
not alone, and other people 
feel exactly as he does. 
They should talk about 
their feelings, he said, with 
friends, relatives or counse­ 
lor of some sort to decrease 
their feeling of isolation. 
It would be helpful, Janow­ 


sky said, to become involved 
in a group, anything from a 
church to a crisis center, that 
can be supportive. 
For the people who try to do 
too much and then feel 
depressed because they can’t 
afford the right gift for a child 
or can’t stand up to the stress 
of shopping and parties, the 
UCSD psychiatrist recom­ 
mends a good session of tak­ 
ing-stock. 
“They must simply just 
say, ‘This is as far as I can 
go; I’ll just do what I can,’” 
Janowsky said. Such people, 
he said, must then set up a list 
of priorities, decide what they 
can do and then do it. 
On the other side of the 
coin, Janowsky said that 
hunting booze and happiness 
in a bar isn’t likely to beat the 
blues. 
On the contrary, he said, 
liquor and loneliness and 
depression lean on each 
other. There’s a cycle that is 
set up, he said. The person 
usually drinks too much, feels 
guilty or more lonely and 
then drinks some more. 
It’s the kind of situation, he 
said, that often winds up in an 
accident and keeps the 
hospital emergency crews 
busy. 
Another good thing to 
remember, he said, is that 
“Christmas rarely reaches 
the peak of joy we think we 
remember. When can the 


present live up to the wonder­ 
ful glow of the idealized 
past?” 
“It helps to realize,” he 
said, “ that the holidays 
sometimes are less than 
perfect.”

In Xmas Lighting

‘Tis the season to be jolly, 
but it’s also the season for 
tragedies. 
Statistics show violent 
crimes, suicides and ac­ 
cidents rise dramatically 
during the holiday season. 
About 600 accidents a year 
are related to careless use of 
electric 
Christmas 
tree 
lights, according to the Na­ 
tional Electronic Injury Sur­ 
veillance System. 
Here are some safety rules 
to keep in mind when pur­ 
chasing Christmas lights or 
reusing last year’s lights: 


— Look for good quality 
lighting sets made of heavy 
materials and bearing a bona 
fide Underwriters Labora­ 
tory label. 
— Inspect old lighting sets 
carefully to make sure there 
are no cracks, cuts or frayed 
ends. Check for burned out 
bulbs, but never try to re­ 
place a bulb while the set is 
plugged in. To replace a bulb, 
wrap a cloth around it before 
unscrewing it to avoid cuts in 
case the bulb breaks. 
— Never use Christmas 
tree lights on a metal arti­ 
ficial tree. If the insulation on 
the wire is frayed or cracked, 
the entire tree could become 
an electric shock hazard. 
— Don’t use indoor lights 
outdoors. Lighting sets safe 
for outdoors are labeled “For 
Indoor Use and Outdoor 
Use.” Using indoor sets out­ 
doors can create fire and 
shock hazards. 


— Avoid using metal foil 
tinsel on a tree trimmed with 
electric lights. Metal foil can 
contact live parts of lamps or 
sockets, creating serious fire 
and shock hazards. 
— Shop carefully for a fresh 
tree and make sure the 
needles are flexible and 
moist. Place a cut tree in a 
stand and check the water 
often. A cut tree should not be 
kept more than IO days to 
prevent excessive drying 
Keep light cords clear of 
water-filled tree stands. 
— Make sure artificial 
trees are made of nonflam­ 
mable materials. 
— Always turn off tree 
lights or electric candles be­ 
fore going to bed or leaving 
the house.

Parents don’t have to be 
apologetic ii they don’t buy a 
lot of expensive, gimmicky 
toys for their children. 
And parents shouldn’t go 
into debt to buy Christmas 
gifts either, says Dr. Miriam 
Landau, a Torrance, lady, 
psychologist. 
“To spend a lot of money on 
toys when you can’t afford it 
is like buying cavier when 
you 
should 
be 
buying 
chicken,” says Landau, who 
has four children. 
She says if you indulge your 
children with toys when you 
can’t afford the essentials, 
it’s training them that you 
don’t take budgeting serious­ 
ly- 
The best toys at any price, 


says Landau, are inose which 
require 
the 
child 
to 
participate 
and 
not 
be 
passive. 
Marbles, bikes, wagons, 
jump ropes and jacks all re­ 
quire that the children be­ 
come actively involved while 
playing. 


Some toys being sold are so 
elaborate 
or 
so 
highly 
mechanized that they leave 
little room for creativity, 
says Landau. 
“They become pure enter­ 
tainment like television,” she 
says. 
And television is giving 
youngsters a false appetite 
for these non-creative toys. 
When parents indulge their 
kids in these toys, they are 
succumbing to television ad­ 
vertising, says Landau. 
“In effect they are letting 


television dictate what’s good 
for their kids.” 
Parents should think hard 
about the kinds of playthings 
they buy their children, says 
Landau. 
Take a few minutes, she 
suggests, and remember the 
toys you bought last year and 
the year before. Ask your­ 
self: “Which toys did they 
play with the most? Which 
ones could they use when 
playing with other children? 
Which ones became useless 
because one part was lost?” 
Then consider toys similar 
to the ones that lasted longest 
and the children played with 
most. 
Games like Monopoly and 
jacks aren’t rendered useless 
because one piece is missing. 
Books and puzzles make 
wonderful gifts, says Landau, 
as do marbles, pencils, paper

If you think Christmas

“Mr. Pickwick took a cod 
with him to Dingley Dell; the 
reformed Scrooge ordered a 
turkey for his clerk; lovers 


sent love gifts; and toys were 
given to children. 
“But the idea that not only 
all friends but even all 
acquaintances should give 
one another presents, or at 
least send one another cards, 
is quite modern and has been 
forced upon us by the shop­ 
keepers.” 
Lewis said that while 
neither of these was reason 
enough to condemn the 
practice, he had four reasons 
for doing so. 
The first, said Lewis, was 
that the whole thing is a 
nightmare.

worn out by the effort to 
remember all the right re­ 
cipients and to think out suit­ 
able gifts for them,” he 
wrote.

“Title insurance is one of 
the biggest rackets in the 
country. Its cost to the con­ 
sumer is definitely not justi­ 
fied.” 
This, and other stronger 
statements on the subject, 
was expressed to this writer 
by Edward Jones, executive 
secretary of the Iowa State 
Bar Association. 
It’s not just a lot of talk in 
the Tall Corn State. Through 
the continuing efforts of the 
state’s Bar Association and a 
few other groups, Iowa is the 
only state that will still not al­ 
low a title company office to 
operate within its borders. 
While the title industry is 
becoming stronger and more 
dominant in real estate af­ 
fairs in other states, Iowa 
stands alone in its successful 
battle against the establish­ 
ment of title company offices. 
Title executives are standing 
by in all surrounding states, 
keeping their ears to the 
border and planning for the 
day they may have the oppor­ 
tunity to plant an office on 
rich Iowa soil. 
The law prohibiting title of­ 
fices in the state is unfair and 
unconstitutional, we were 
told by Robert Ellis, vice 
president and general corpo­ 
rate counsel for Chicago Title 
Co. “The consumer should 
have the oppoortunity to 
choose his own desired form 
of title protection.” 
“The property buyer re­ 
ceives much more depth of 
protection from a policy of 


title insurance than from an 
examination of an abstract of 
title,” 
said 
Donald 
C. 


McCroden, vice president of 
Fidelity National Title In­ 
surance Co. in Omaha, Neb. 
“When an attorney 
ex* 
amines and renders 
an 
opinion on an abstract, the 
property buyer is only pro­ 
tected against errors made in 
that examination.” And so 
the argument roars on, in and 
out of courts. 
It was Chicago Title Co. 
that instituted the most re­ 
cent suit, challenging the 
Iowa law. 
After a long and tough legal 
battle (Chicago Title Co. vs 
Huff), the challengers were 
again knocked out of the ring. 
On June 29,1977, the Iowa Su­ 
preme Court confirmed the 
ruling of lower courts that the 
statute 
prohibiting 
the 
insurance 
commissioner 
from approving title in­ 
surance offices within the 
state should be upheld. 
The case against the title 
company’s suit was generally 
based on two premises. First, 
that the law as it now stands 
has worked well for many 
years, so why change it. 
Second, property titles in 
Iowa are so good that title in­ 
surance is not needed. 


“There’s just no problems 
with titles in Iowa, except 
maybe in the extreme south­ 
east corner of the state,” said 
Jones (State Bar Associa­ 
tion). 


“Title insurance coverage 
is a very costly form of se­ 
curity. It really isn’t worth 
the cost, particularly in Iowa 


where there’s hardly ever a 
problem with title defects. I 
think it’s a consumer rip-off,” 
Jones said.

“Philanthropy has got to 
survive and its not going to 
unless there is full disclosure 
and that includes the 
churches.” 
That is the blunt con­ 
clusion of Mal Gross, a 
partner in the prestigious 
accounting firm of Price, 
Waterhouse and Co., and the 
only top Certified Public 
Accountant who spends full 
time worrying about ac­ 
co u n tin g 
p ro c e d u re s , 
financial disclosure and 
nonprofit organizations. 
Right now Gross, who de­ 
scribes 
himself 
as 
a 
“crusader” on the subject, is 
the target of much rancor by 
some religious organizations 
for the role he is playing a 
chairman of the American 
Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants subcommittee 
on accounting principles and 
reporting 
practices 
for 
nonprofit organizations. 
The subcommittee — it 
really is a committee of 
CPAs from ll top firms — 
has issued a tentative set of 
principles and practices for 
nonprofit organizations such 
as trade associations, labor 
u n i o n s , condominium 
management 
associations, 
museums 
and 
religious 
organizations. 


Not surprisingly the set of 
principles, which would be 
informally binding on CPAs 
if approved by the ACIPA, 
has drawn a small mountain 
of comment from interested 
and affected parties, not 
least the churches and other 
religious organizations. 
The heart of the proposed 
set of principles is to bring 
financial 
reporting 
by 
nonprofit organizations into 
line with “ generally ac­ 
cepted accounting 
prin­ 
ciples” and in particular, the 
requirement that organiza­ 
tions report on the “accrual 
basis” of accounting rather 
than the cash basis. 
Accrual accounting means 
that in addition to recording 
transactions resulting just 
from receipt and disburse­ 
ment of cash, the amount 
owed to an organization and 
its debts would also be listed 
in a financial statement. 
The idea, says Gross, is to 
provide a set of financial 
records that fairly reflect 
the actual financial situation 
of the organization and that 
“can easily be understood by 
a
